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Children and 
families are 
facing cuts

MORE cuts could be on the 
way as Luton Borough Council 
seeks to consult on budget 
reductions to early interven¬ 
tion services. 

The department, which pro¬ 
vides support for children and 
families, early years training 
for childcare practitioners and 
funds short breaks for disabled 
youngsters, is facing a dramat¬ 
ically smaller budget due to 
Government cutbacks. 

From April, early interven¬ 
tion grant funding which 
stands at more than £8m for 
2012/13 will reduce by almost 
20 per cent with a further £2m 
of savings expected to be 
achieved between 2014-2016. 

Alongside this there will be 
significant cuts across youth 
services, education welfare, 
special needs education and 
disability provision in a bid to 
reduce the budget by £5m over 
the next three years. 

It is detailed in the proposals 
that over £2.8m will be cut 
from the budget for children’s 
centres in Luton over the next 
three years. 

Around £2.5m from this total 


will be taken from the budget 
for managers, teachers and 
family workers that run the 
centres. 

Elsewhere, funding for certi¬ 
fied and non-certified early 
years training for childcare 
practitioners could be reduced 
by up to £100,000 by 2016. 

In addition, £240,000 cur¬ 
rently used to fund short 
breaks, and weekend, school 
and holiday clubs for disabled 
children, is proposed to be cut. 

In some cases the authority 
anticipates that donations 
from London Luton Airport 
Limited (LLAL) will help keep 
services running, though the 
agenda detailing the plans 
admits this is an ‘assumption’. 

The document also says: 
“Without additional ‘income’ 
some children’s centres and 
other cornerstones of early 
intervention - that currently 
keep children safe and out of 
care - will be reduced or closed 
over the next three years.” 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “Due to the 
significant cuts in council 
funding officers have been 
looking at every single service 
to identify potential savings 
and income maximisation 


opportunities. 

“From April 2013 Government 
funding for Early Intervention 
services will be reduced and 
no longer ring-fenced. 

“On fanuary 7, the council’s 
executive is being asked to 
consider a formal consultation 
looking into potential options 
for providing more cost effec¬ 
tive early intervention activi¬ 
ties in the future that not only 
maintain service quality, but 
also effectively target children 
and young people most in 
need as early as possible in 
order to reduce the number of 
people who require specialist 
services. 

“It is very important to 
emphasise that the executive 
is not being asked to make a 
decision on the future of the 
service. 

“They will consider whether 
the council will undertake a 
consultation during fanuary- 
February 2013 looking at the 
feasibility of these options, 
and of course how residents 
would be affected by them. 

“It would be inappropriate to 
comment any further or pre¬ 
empt the public discussion 
that will be held by the 
executive.”

Concerns as two men are still missing 


POLICE are continuing the search for a man 
who went missing during a Christmas party. 

Edward Gillespie, 38, from Rosslyn 
Crescent, Luton, (pictured) failed to return 
home following a celebration at the Roydon 
Marina Hotel near Roydon Mill in Essex in 
the early hours of Saturday, December 22. 

Worried relatives reported Mr Gillespie as 
missing to Bedfordshire Police and an 
investigation was launched. 

His car was then found to be still at the 
hotel in Roydon and Essex Police started 
searching the area on Sunday evening. 

The Essex Police marine unit and other 
specialist teams are searching the River 
Stort, the river banks, the hotel and hotel 
grounds. 


Chief Inspector Nick Lee, who is leading 
the search, said: “We are extremely con¬ 
cerned for Mr Gillespie’s welfare. He had 
been attending a company party at the hotel 
and was due to stay overnight before check¬ 
ing out last Saturday morning. 

“His car and belongings are still at the 
hotel but there is no sign of Mr Gillespie. 

“We want to hear from anyone who might 
have seen him, possibly walking around 
outside the hotel in the early hours of 
Saturday.” 

Anyone with information should call 
Harlow police on 101.

CPS act as social 
media crimes on 
Facebook and 
Twitter are rising

NEW guidelines which spell out how the 
Crown Prosecution Service (CPS) will 
deal with offensive communications 
sent via Twitter and Facebook have been 
published. 

The need for the interim guidelines 
comes after a large increase in cases 
reported to the police which involve the 
social media outlets. 

Over the last four years Bedfordshire 
Police has seen a huge rise in the number 
of offences they have recorded where 
messages sent on social networking sites 
were a crucial factor. 

In 2008, there were just eight cases, but 
this year, that figure had risen to 149. 

It is not known whether any charges 
relating to these offences were made. 

Baljit Ubhey, Chief Crown Prosecutor 
for Thames and Chiltern CPS said: “The 
new guidelines aim to ensure a consist¬ 
ency of approach across the CPS to these 
types of cases. 


“It is very difficult to know where to 
draw the line as we don’t want to curtail 
free speech, but we will take robust 
action against any communications that 
breach the boundaries.” 

As part of their initial assessment, pros¬ 
ecutors are required to establish whether 
the reported communications constitute 
credible threats of violence, harassment 
stalking, or breach a court order. 

However, messages which are consid¬ 
ered grossly offensive, obscene or false, 
will be considered and dealt with 
separately and a prosecution is less likely 
to be made as a result. 

A spokesman from Bedfordshire Police 
said: “We will continue to follow guide¬ 
lines issued to ensure all crimes reported 
are fully investigated. 

“The force has recorded an increase in 
cases where social networking sites have 
been reported as a key factor within 
investigations, however, Bedfordshire 
Police records around 45,500 crimes 
each year and last year 149 crimes were 
recorded within this criteria.” 



IN AT THE DEEP END: New school could replace swimming pool 


Plans for new free school 
face all-important vote 


THE construction of a new 
Free School on the site of a 
former swimming pool could 
be one step closer to getting 
under way. 

It has been recommended 
that the Luton Borough 
Council executive authorise 
the release of £3.5m of Basic 
Needs Funding, and also 
release the land at Bath Road 
to the Riverbank Free School 
Trust. 

If these proposals are 
accepted, construction work 
will need to commence 
quickly in the new year if the 


school is to be in a position to 
open in September 2013 as 
expected. 

The school, which will be 
run by charitable trust Active 
Education, will provide 840 
essential primary places in 
the Biscot Ward. 

However, if the executive 
decides to reject the propos¬ 
als, they would risk jeopard¬ 
ising the council’s ability to 
fulfil its duty to provide suf¬ 
ficient school places for the 
pupil population. 

The item will be considered 
on Monday, lanuary 7, 2013.

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Company fined £5,000 
after hospital accident

A LIFT company has been fined £5,000, 
after a motor weighing a tonne crashed 
into a lobby at the Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital. 

Cotswold Lifts Limited, of Thorpe Way 
Industrial Estate, Banbury, pleaded 
guilty to breaching Section 3 of the 
Health & Safety at Work Act 1974, follow¬ 
ing the incident on September 7, 2010. 

A Health and Safety Inspector, said 
that it was ‘a matter of good fortune that 
no-one was killed’ after the motor came 
loose and fell four metres as it was being 
moved. 

One person waiting in the lobby was 
injured by falling debris and required 
treatment in the Luton & Dunstable 
emergency department. 

The impact of the motor caused 
structural damage to the concrete floor 
of the lobby. 

Luton Magistrates’ Court heard that 
the motor was being moved using a sling 
and block and tackle when it came loose. 

A subsequent investigation by the 
Health and Safety Executive (HSE) 
found that the company failed to prop¬ 
erly plan and manage the operation. 

It had also failed to make suitable 
arrangements to protect employees, 
hospital staff, patients and members of 
the public. 

HSE served a Prohibition Notice after 
the incident to stop the company using 
the same approach and equipment to 
move other items. 

The company was fined £5,000 and 
ordered to pay £5,499 in costs. 


After the hearing HSE Inspector fohn 
Berezansky commented: “Work on pas¬ 
senger and goods lifts is a high risk 
activity that causes significant numbers 
of serious and fatal injuries. 

“The law broadly requires that 
competent persons plan, supervise and 
carry out lifting operations to ensure 
they are conducted safely. 

“On this occasion Cotswold Lifts 
Limited failed to put suitable arrange¬ 
ments in place. 

“Members of the public, including hos¬ 


pital staff and patients, had access to the 
danger area in the lift lobby below. 

“It is a matter of good fortune that no- 
one was killed or more seriously injured 
when the metal motor came crashing 
down.” 

A spokesman for the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital said: “This was an 
unfortunate and potentially serious 
incident. 

“We are pleased that the Health and 
Safety Executive has taken firm action 
against the contractor.” 


Man is stabbed twice in vicious assault 


A MAN was left with stab wounds to his 
back and waist during a vicious assault 
on Christmas Eve. 

The 20-year-old victim was walking 
between Waldeck Road and Highbury 
Road, Luton, at 11pm when he was 
approached by a group of five men. 

Without warning, one of the gang 
stepped forward and stabbed the man 
twice. Although hurt, he managed to 
escape, while the group fled in the oppo¬ 


site direction. 

The victim was taken to the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital, where he received 
treatment to multiple two-inch puncture 
wounds. 

PC Nicole McCaffrey, who is investigat¬ 
ing the attack, is keen to speak with any¬ 
one who was in Highbury Road or Waldeck 
Road at the time of the incident and may 
have seen the offenders in the area. 

The group are all described as Asian 


males, around five feet seven inches 
tall, with a slim to medium build and 
with their faces covered.

grants 
to hire 
staff 


A CONSULTANCY firm 
has urged small busi¬ 
nesses to take on 
apprentices and provide 
opportunities for the 
unemployed. 

The Consultancy 
Home Counties (TCHC) 
is offering a £1,500 grant 
to Bedfordshire busi¬ 
nesses which help 
unemployed people get 
back into work. 

It is being distributed 
through TCHC’s Skills 
Support for the 
Unemployed project 
and companies can use 
the money to pay for the 
associated costs of hir¬ 
ing an apprentice. 

The money is for busi¬ 
nesses with fewer than 
50 full time employees. 

TCHC has already 
taken on a number of 
apprentices, including 
accounts clerk Jasmin 
Rehman who was 
16-years-old when she 
left school and took on 
an apprenticeship at the 
consultancy as an 
administrator. 

Now 20, she has com¬ 
pleted an NVQ level 2 in 
business administration 
and is now studying for 
an NVQ level 3 in 
accounting. 

She said: “It’s been 
great to be able to work 
and learn at the same 
time, plus be able to stay 
within the same com¬ 
pany.” 

Dale Morgan, TCHC’s 
chief executive, said: 
“Apprentices can add 
real value and benefit to 
businesses and, if prop¬ 
erly trained, will be 
motivated and loyal 
workers. Research shows 
that 60 per cent of 
apprentices are still with 
the company two years 
after the completion of 
their training.” 


Poor face new 
£12 council 
tax charges

RESIDENTS likely to face any 
difficulty in meeting council tax 
payments should ‘cancel direct 
debits to the authority’, a 
councillor has urged. 

Cllr Martin Pantling, the Liberal 
Democrat deputy leader, has 
accused Luton Borough Council of 
taking a ‘Scrooge-like approach 
just after Christmas’, following the 
authority’s proposal to charge resi¬ 
dents £12 if they opt to pay their 
council tax in instalments through¬ 
out the year. 

The plan, set to be discussed at 
January 7’s Executive meeting, 
seeks to recoup ‘administration 
costs’ borne by the current process 
of not always charging those who 
miss payments and set-up alterna¬ 
tive arrangements. 

According to a council document 
the plan is estimated to affect 6,000 
residents and raise £72,000. 

A further estimated 2,160 low- 
income families on council tax ben¬ 
efit or support would be exempt from 
the charge. 

Cllr Pantling said: “What many 
council tax payers with direct debits 
won’t know is that this year, they will 
be charged £12 by the council as well 
as any fee from their bank if the 
money is not there when the council 
claim it. I would urge residents to 
assess whether they are likely to have 
money available on their direct debit 
day, and if not, to cancel the instruc¬ 
tion with their bank in good time to 
avoid being hit by the council’s 
Scrooge-like approach 
“Standing orders and electronic 
payments are still accepted by the 
council even though they choose not 
to widely advertise them, and these 
routes avoid failed direct debit fees. 

“Labour’s plans to impose further 
£12 charges on those wanting to 
delay payments by a month also 
seem misguided, given that residents 
will have actively approached the

payment charges are unfair on the poor 

council wishing to make an arrange¬ 
ment to pay. 

“If the council does welcome the 
new year by going down this route, 
my advice would be to not make an 
arrangement, but to ensure pay¬ 
ments are made within a month if 
possible. This should minimise the 
chances of being charged.” 

A council spokesman said: “Direct 
debits are encouraged by the council 
as it is the most cost effective meth¬ 
od of payment. 

“The council recently launched its 
self service portal which is a simple 
way of setting up a direct debit online 
and encourages all residents to pay 
using this method. 

“This is the simplest way to pay 
your council tax and 65.5 per cent of 
our residents do so.”

Chief Exec will run 
three local councils

THE chief executive of 
Luton Borough Council 
has said that he will 
provide the same level 
of service to residents 
despite plans to share 
him with two addition¬ 
al authorities. 

The proposed three- 
month arrangement 
will see Trevor Holden 
take responsibility for 
Breckland Council in 
Norfolk, and South 
Holland District Council 
in Lincolnshire, as well 
as maintaining his cur¬ 
rent role in Luton. 

The move would save 
the authority some 
much needed cash, as 
the two extra councils 
would pay a percentage 
of Mr Holden’s wages 
over the period. 

At present, Breckland 
and South Holland, 
which are both more 
than 70 miles away from 
the town, share a chief 
executive, who will step 
down in January. 

The job-share will be 
undertaken for an ini-

tial interim period of 
three months while the 
district councils find a 
suitable permanent 
replacement. 

Speaking after the pro¬ 
posals were announced, 
Trevor Holden said: 
“This is definitely a pos¬ 
itive move, and resi¬ 
dents in Luton will still 
receive a top service. 

“It won’t be about 
being in Luton on a 
Monday or working for 
Breckland on a Tuesday; 
I will be wherever I am 
needed on a specific 
day. I will be contacta- 


ble from Monday to 
Sunday, and we will be 
using video conferenc¬ 
ing and phone calls to 
keep in touch. 

“It will be tough, but 
there are cuts happen¬ 
ing all over the place at 
the council. 

“I’m trying to lead 
from the top and show 
that I am doing my bit to 
try and save the author¬ 
ity some money.” 

At present though, it is 
unclear how much cash 
will be saved by the 
arrangement. 

A council spokesman 


said: “The details are 
still to be finalised but 
all three authorities are 
expected to benefit 
financially from what 
would be a ground¬ 
breaking arrangement. 

“Breckland and South 
Holland would be sav¬ 
ing money, and the fee 
paid to Luton for the 
chief executive’s time 
would represent an 
appropriate proportion 
of his salary. 

“The chief executive 
would not be receiving a 
pay rise and the fee 
Luton Borough Council 
would receive would be 
based on his existing 
salary.” 

Mr Holden added: 
“This might appear an 
unusual move for a 
council to make, but in 
other sectors, including 
business, people share 
job roles all the time. 

“There is no indication 
that this will be a per¬ 
manent move, though I 
think that this is some¬ 
thing we will see hap¬ 
pening throughout the 
authority more and 
more in the future.”

Police boss gets ‘good 
news’ on his deputy

BEDFORDSHIRE’S Police and 
Crime Commissioner has said 
the police and crime panel’s 
approval of his deputy commis¬ 
sioner is ‘good news’. 

Oily Martins was speaking in 
response to Bedfordshire Police 
and Crime Panel’s statement last 
week which said it ‘unanimously 
recommended’ the appointment 
of Councillor Tafheen Sharif as 
the deputy PCC for Bedfordshire. 

The recommendation had 
come following a confirmation 
hearing which had taken place 
at Bedford Borough Hall on 
December 17 in which Cllr Sharif 
had been ‘questioned about her 
proposed appointment and the 
knowledge, skills and experience 
she would bring to this new role’. 

In a statement released on 
December 21, the panel said: “In 
recommending Councillor 
Sharif’s appointment, the Panel 
made a number of recommenda¬ 
tions which it felt would help to 
further strengthen the arrange¬ 
ments which Commissioner 
Martins is putting in place for 
this role. 

“These include the drawing up 
of a job description for the depu¬ 
ty’s post to clarify the division of 
responsibilities between that

post and the Commissioner’s 
role.” 

Mr Martins said: “The panel’s 
unanimous decision is good 
news and I’m pleased to see their 
support for this appointment, 
which I feel will be of benefit to 
Bedfordshire residents. 

“In her role as Deputy 
Commissioner, Tafheen will be 
able to draw upon her previous 
experiences in the community 
safety arena and utilise her 
undoubted talent for community 
engagement to help me deliver 
my ambitions for policing and 


community safety in 
Bedfordshire.” 

Earlier this month, the fairness 
of the process behind her 
appointment was questioned by 
Liberal Democrat leader 
Councillor David Franks. 

Cllr Franks sent the PCC an 
e-mail asking if the posts had 
been advertised and for an expla¬ 
nation of the ‘fair recruitment 
process which was followed in 
making the appointments’. 

Afterwards he said: “The selec¬ 
tion process demonstrated very 
plainly the long standing prac¬ 
tice of the local Labour Party of 
abandoning all principles when 
a more underhand way of operat¬ 
ing suits their purpose or when 
they want to favour other mem¬ 
bers of the Labour Party.” 

But Mr Martins defended his 
right to make the ‘political 
appointment’ arguing that there 
was a ‘need for a trusting rela¬ 
tionship between myself and the 
person advising me’. 

He also said: “If Councillor 
Franks has an issue with this 
maybe he should look at how his 
party leader appoints his advi¬ 
sors. 

“There are many Liberal 
Democrat politicians appointing 
a lot more advisors than I am so 
Councillor Franks might want to 
take up that issue with his party.”

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Bus lane fine advice 

SIR - Following your article on the front 
page of this week’s Luton on Sunday, I felt 
compelled to let you know of some facets of 
the case in which Mr Godly is involved in 
terms of legality and law. 

Firstly, all compliance with road traffic 
legislation, and for that matter all legisla¬ 
tion, pertaining to the public is voluntary 
and requires consent by the individual. 

In Mr Godly’s case he should never have 
got involved in any correspondence with 
Luton Borough Council as any such contact 
becomes subject to contract law. 

Regardless of whether Mr Godly or any 
other person strays into a bus lane, doesn’t 
pay for metered parking or indeed goes 
through a red light, there is no obligation for 
anyone to pay a fine. 

Of course, no sensible person would drive 
through a red light as this could result in an 
accident, thus causing harm to another 
person or their property. 

This is a crime under common law which 
much to the consternation of our rulers in 
Brussels, is still the foundation of law in this 
country. Legislation (Statutes and Acts of 
Parliament) is not law! 

Furthermore, your readers should be made 
aware that in terms of ‘ownership’ nobody 
in this country who has registered their 
vehicle with the DVLA no longer owns that 
vehicle. 

They simply become the ‘Registered 
Keeper’ of that vehicle. 

Any fines imposed on that vehicle should 


be sent to the registered owners of the 
vehicle who are in effect the DVLA. 

This is fact and should be checked by your¬ 
self and journalists working for your paper. 

May I suggest that Mr Godly takes this all 
the way and insists on a trial by jury. I’m sure 
he’ll be given a unanimous verdict in his 
favour but of course the taxpayer will foot 
the bill.

A MAN needed 26 stitches in his 
face after being slashed with a 
kitchen knife.

A LOCAL authority has revealed 
that it may make a total of £14m 
in efficiency savings during the 
coming year. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
has published financial plans for 
2013, which include freezing its 
share of council tax as well as 
making cutbacks in a bid to 
protect frontline services. 

It has been revealed that the 
authority needs to reduce its 
spending to balance the books 
because of anticipated cuts in 
Government funding and 
increasing demands on services 
for children and old people. 

It has been suggested that most 
of the savings will come from 
efficiency measures such as 
renegotiating contracts, com¬ 
bining teams and sharing 
resources. 

Cllr Maurice Jones, Deputy 
Leader and Executive Member 
for Corporate Resources, said: 
“We’ve constructed a robust 
budget that reflects the feedback 
residents gave us in our budget 
survey this time last year. 

“We got strong feedback that 
any savings should come from 
the back office to protect the 
frontline services. 

“We have been waiting for con-

firmation of our funding for next 
year from the Government; we 
still have not received this. 

“However, this has not stopped 
us carefully scrutinising every 
area of spend to look at where 
savings can be made. 

“So far we have identified 
around £14m of possible efficien¬ 
cy savings for next year. 

“We remain determined to 
drive out every penny of 
unnecessary cost. 

“We have a proven track record 
of delivering savings, having 
reduced our operating costs by 
£40m since the council came 


into existence around four years 
ago.” 

Although a number of cuts will 
have to be made, the draft budget 
also shows that the council plans 
to allocate £176m of available 
funding to services including 
refuse collection, maintaining 
the roads, libraries and provid¬ 
ing social care for the disabled, 
children, adults and for older 
people. 

The authority has also 
published a draft capital pro¬ 
gramme, which details plans for 
£81m investment in road 
maintenance, street lighting, 
and new residential care facili¬ 
ties. 

Both draft budgets will be 
formally discussed by the 
council’s Executive on Tuesday, 
January 8. 

People can submit their feed¬ 
back on the proposals online by 
emailing comments to consulta- 
tions@centralbedfordshire.gov. 
uk. Written responses can also 
be sent to FREEPOST RSJS GBB2 
SRZT, Budget Consultation, 
Central Bedfordshire Council, 
Priory House, Monks Walk, 
Chicksands SGJ7 5TQ. 

Councillors will then use the 
feedback to review the draft 
budget options, before the final 
budget is announced in February 
20J3.

HENRI Matisse (1869-1954), 
the French painter, sculptor 
and designer, was one of the 
20th century’s most influen¬ 
tial artists. 

He produced vibrant works 
that were celebrated for their 
extraordinary richness and 
luminosity of colour. 

Matisse: Drawing with 

Scissors, features 35 litho¬ 
graphic prints of the famous 
cut-outs, produced in the last 
four years of his life when the 
artist was confined to his bed. 
It includes many of his iconic 
images, such as The Snail and 
the Blue Nudes. 

For his cut-outs he used 
paper that had been hand- 
painted with gouache and laid 
down in abstract or figurative 


patterns. The colours he used 
were so strong that he was 
advised by his doctor to wear 
dark glasses. 

The exhibition features 
highly original works Matisse 
continued creating well into 
his eighties. 

They are taken from a spe¬ 
cial double issue of Verve, a 
review of art and literature, 
published by Teriade, a major 
publisher of fine art books in 
1958. 

Although Matisse began his 
working life as a lawyer, he 
moved to Paris to study art in 
1890. 

At first he was strongly influ¬ 
enced by the Impressionists, 
but he soon created his own 
style, using brilliant, pure col¬ 
ours, and started making 
sculptures as well as paint¬ 
ings. 

In 1905 he and his colleagues 
were branded the Fauves 
(wild beasts) because of their 
unconventional use of colour, 
and it was during this time 
that he painted some of his 
celebrated works.

If the Kizashi is indeed a statement of Suzuki's 
capability, then consider me convinced. 

It's a genuinely good car. 

Unfortunately it's also a car with very limited appeal to British 
buyers. With a low emission diesel engine and a hatchback 
it could be a real sales success but that's not about to 
happen. Instead it'll always be an oddity; a four-wheel drive 
saloon that's powered by a 2.4-litre petrol engine and which 
doesn't seem to fit into any universally accepted market 
sector. 

Economy and emissions aren't stellar but the Kizashi 
counters with a huge equipment list. You'll spot the 
handsome 18-inch alloy wheels and the full leather interior, 
extras which could easily tack a couple of thousand pounds 
onto the price of some other cars. It doesn't stop there. 

You'll get seven airbags, high intensity discharge headlights, 
an electric sunroof, ESP stability control, front and rear 
parking sensors, electric front seats, of which the driver's 
seat is 10-way adjustable, keyless entry, an eight speaker 
stereo with subwoofer, cruise control, USB port and audio 
controls on the steering wheel. The only option available 
is a touch screen sat nav. That is a lot of gear for £23,000. 

As it stands, the Kizashi is going to be a tough sell. It'll 
doubtless make a very intriguing used buy two or three 
years down the road, but for the time being it's a curiosity 
albeit a wholly likeable one. If you're looking for an 
uncommonly comfortable and capable car that can shrug 
off all weathers and you may not plan to put huge mileages 
onto it, try a Kizashi. 

You can be sure your neighbours won't.

PAUL Buckle was at a loss to explain the decision 
to call off Luton Town's game at home to Ebbsfleet 
United just 20 minutes before kick off due to a 
waterlogged pitch. 

Both teams were concluding their 
pre-match warm-ups when referee 
Richard Martin decided the pitch had 
been left unplayable after a heavy 
downpour. 

However, the rain eased off and 
with the pitch draining, Hatters boss 
Buckle and opposite number, Liam 
Daish, were keen for the match to 
proceed. Nevertheless, Martin was 
unmoved and he was subject to a few 
cross words from some players. 

“He went to the six yard box and 
said the ball wouldn’t bounce, but 
that’s normal at this time of the year,” 
said Buckle. 

“We’re not going to get perfect pitches as we saw at 
Newport. We had to play on that and it wasn’t ideal, 


and I think ice and a frozen pitch is more danger¬ 
ous. 

“That pitch isn’t dangerous and I think his biggest 
concern was that it might deteriorate and he would 
have to call it off during the game, but the forecast 
suggested that it would clear up. I can’t understand 
it really.” 

Around 5,000 supporters were already in the 
ground and they vented their frustration at the ref¬ 
eree, who declined the opportunity to 
explain his decision to the media. 

“It’s an utter disgrace,” said Luton fan 
Aaron Jenkins, who had travelled down from 
Northampton. 

“We would have quite happily waited if 
they had delayed the kick off by half an hour. 
He’s just another typical Conference ref with 
no sense of making the right decision.” 

It was the second game Luton had called off 
in a week and their third in five weeks. 
Buckle wants more latitude given towards 
the state of pitches when it comes to decid¬ 
ing on whether or not to postpone matches. 

“I know Premier League pitches are per¬ 
fect, but at our level it’s unfair on everybody,” 
he said. “There is so much disruption and now 
we’re facing a fixture pile-up as well.”
